Pomp’s Water Is 
Pure Grade ‘A’ 


Reassuring news for bathers 
and the parents of bathers at 
Pomp’s pond was received at the 
board of health office here on 
Tuesday. The report was from 
the state department of public 
health and concerned analysis of 
samples of water from the bathing 
beach, 

The samples were taken from 
the pond last Thursday and sub- 
mitted for testing. The report 
stated that the water was free of 
impurities and was ‘“‘excellent 
for bathing purposes.’’ The bath- 
ing beach has been visited by 
thousands during the warm days 
of June and of early July and 
health officials expressed pleas- 
ure that the water has been found 
so pure by state authorities. 

At the present time, there are 
approximately 400 children in the 
beginners’ swimming classes at 
the town bathing beach. The regu- 
lar instructors are being assisted 
by volunteers who aid in introdu- 
cing the children to the water and 
to the fundamentals of swimming.
